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THE SCENE OF OPERATIONS.

The Prussinn Stronghoelds on the Rhine.

The latest cable telegrams at this writing
gpeak of the Prussian forces having ocecupied
at noon yesterday Saarbruck in Rhenish Prussia,
and Heuberg in Rheulsh Bavaria, two towns
directly on the frontier; and also of a report
that the French troops had commenced the
bombardment of the town of Saarlouls.

FEanrbruck
is situated forty miles 8. 8. E. of Treves, and
three miles from the French border, on the
river Baar, a stream rising in the Vosges Moun-
tains and jolning the Mosgel'e near Treves. The
Baar is crossed by a stene bridge at the town, by
which it is connected with its suburb 8t. Johann.
The population is about 9000. The town was
founded in the tenth century, was given by the
Emperor Henry III to the Church of Metz, and
gubsequently governed by its own counts until
1380, when it came by marriage into the family
of Nassau, It was afterwards fortified and
suffered much during the wars which have
been waged in its neighborhood. In 1676 it was
almost entirely destroyed by fire, and its fortifi-
cations dismantled, go that at the present time
it is of no stragetic importance.
Sanarlouls,

however, which is also situated on the River
Saar, but 30 miles 8. B. E. of Treves, and
five miles from the frontier, although it
has a population of only about 4500, is of
greater importance, The town was founded by
Louis XIV, and was strongly fortified by Vau-
ban. It belonged to France until 1815, when it
paseed under Prussian control, and has since
formed an important border stronghold of that
power. In fact, it is the only well-advanced
Prussian fortress for the defense of the Rhine
immediately on the frontier. Baarlouls, as well
as Saarbruck, is connected by excellent roads
with Metz, Neves, Mayence, Manheim, and Lan-
dau. These roads afford an excellent opportu-
nity for the rapid movements of troops, but the
fortifications are inadequate for the require-
ments of an advanced post to hold
the ememy in check, while the army is
being brought forward, or to serve as the base
of operations against Metz, Thionville, Verdun,
and Paris, Last year it was proposed to build
several single forts in the most important
passes of this district, but it is impossible to say
how far these proposed defenses have pro-

rressed.
gres Neuburg,

in Rhenish Bavaria, is a small village on the
Rhine, some fifteen miles southeast of Landau
and less than ten miles from the French fortified
city of Lauterburg. It is also within easy dis-
taace of Carlsruhe, Here a Prussian force s
also reported to be stationed, but the place has
no strategical importance whatever.
Rastadr,
where the soldiers of Baden are concentrating,
is one of the strongholde of South Germany,
altbough the town itself Is quite insignificant,
the population bardly exceeding 6000, Its for-
tifications are of immense strength. Rastadt
is sitnated in Baden, on the right bank of
the Rhine, fourteen miles south-southwest of
Carlerhe, and is on the Basle and Manheim
Railroad. It is about ten miles southeast of
Lauterburg and thirty miles northeast of
Strasburg, but has no direct road uniting it
with either place. The present fortifica-
tions of Rasiadt were commenced In
W41, In 1840 the garrison mutinied and
the town had the honor of belng the last place
held by the German republican revelutionists.
Under the leadership of Mieroslawszi, it held
out for a time against the forces commanded by
the Prince of Prussia, but finally surrendered.
Bince then its fortifications have been vigerously
pushed forward and are now exccedingly strong.
Linden,

where another Prussian force Is reported, is in
Hease-Darmstadt, on the railroad running from
Fra kfort nmthward through Giessen, between
which places It I8 situated. The village Is at
Jeast forty miles from the nearest point on the
right bank of the Rhine.

PRUSSIA’S SEAPORTS.

The Mariane D&l:::l-a of t:: Nerth German

In Tue Evexixe TeErLeGrarnm of July 12 we
gave an elaborate statement of the armies and
navies of Feance apd the North German Con-
federation, showing at o glance the vastly supe-
rior atrength of France upon the sea. The fol-
lowing sammary of the navies of the two coun-
tries will show how great Is the disparlty:—

The French Navy.

At the commencement of the present year
France had a ficet of €2 iron-clads, 204 unar-
mored screw steamers, (2 paddle steamere, aud
113 salling vessels. The following shows the
Btrength of this formidable navy: —

Tre French navy is commandod by 2218 officera of
different grades. The sallors, anoat and on shore,
numbered 89,746 in 1860, which, together with engl-
neers, dovk-yard laborers, navy sargeons, and others
connected with the foree, bring the total of
men engaged in the service of the Imperial feet up
to 74,408, On the war-foo the strength of tne
pavy can be raised to 17 men, this being the
nomber entered on the 1l of the maritime con-
scription. Bxclusive of the above are the marines
and the colonial troops, amounting to 25,623 men,

The Prussinn Navy,

Since the organization of the North German
Confederation in 1866, the most strenuous ex-
ertions have been made to place the navyona
substantial basis, and great progress has been
made. At the commencement of the Regency
of King William I, in 1858 the Prussian pavy
consisted of 1 decked corvetle, with 28 guns; 1
level decked corvette, with 12 guns; 1 yacht, 1
garrison ship, 2 old salling frigates, 1 sailing
corvette, 2 schooners, 1 transport sbhip, and 83
gunboats, ete., propelled by oars, On the docks
lay the Gazelle, a vessel of 28 guns. The North
(German fleet now conslsts of the following:—

The Prussian and North Germannavy is manned
by about 4500 geamen and boys, and officered by one
admiral, one vice-admiral, one rear-admiral, 27 cap-
taing, 44 commanders, and 183 llentenants., There
are besides five companies of marines, four of Infan-
try, and three of artillery, numbering 1200 men,

This comparigon shows that King Willlam's
fleet s by no means able to cope with that of
his antagonist, and will be placed thronghout
the war entirely on the defensive. Frequent
rumors have, indeed, already reached us to the
effect that the French navy was amusing itself
by chasing the German navy towards the Baltic;
but, although there have probably been no Im-
portant naval movements as yet, they will not
long be postponed. In view of the inability of
Prussia to cope with her antagonist on the sea,
it becomes important to know something about
the land fortifications which she Is able to oppoze
to Napoleon's overwhelming navy. We there-
fore present the following concerning her mari-
time defenses:—

Prussinn Fortresses nnd Naval Statlons.

The principal naval station of the North German
Confederation, as far as ship-building and the train-
ing of sallors are concerned, is

KIRL,

which was formerly the chief seaport of Denmark.
At this town, which 18 In the Schieswig-Holstein
portion of Denmark, is the great naval sehool situ-
ated, This armof the Prussian service has risen
into great popularity. There are now 400 marine
cadets agalnst 72 that were there Lwo years ago.
Of those 72, 89 nhave become naval oMocers.
Kiel, which was the capital of the dachy,
{8 situated on the Kielerfiord, a fine harbor
of the Baltic, The &mpulallon I8 about 17,000,
It i & handsome walled town, containg the Gluck-
burg palace, four churches, and a university,
founded in 1665, with an observatory, a library of
S000 volumes, a botarle garden, and 300 students,
1t has been considered the only freat naval harbor
on the south slde of the Baltic, It {8 the terminus of
the Holstein Canal, which connects the Baltie with
the German Ocean. It i8 connected by steamers
with all the principal ports of the Baltic, Since the

construction of the rallroad, Kiel has foarished at
the eenf’penm of Lubeck. A treaty of peace war con-
cluded at Kiel in 1814 between England, Bweden
and Denmark. The city was blockaded in 1549, and
oceupled by Austrian troops in 1861-52,

DANTZIC,

Dantzic, the capital of an administrative division
of the province of West Prussia of the same name,
is a large and anclent city, In 1855 It had a popula-
tlon of 683,461, besides 85500 soldlers, It has long
been an jmportant fortrese, but has been recently
much atrenEmenell by the Bund. It 18 situated on
the left bank of the Vistula, about three and a haif
miles from the mouth, with a ecircumferenee, in-
gluding its nine guburbs, of more than twelve miles,

e principal boildings are three citadels, the,Church
of St. Mary, one of the largest in Europe, the Cath-
ernian Kirche, the councll house, the government
building, the old armory, the exchange, and 175
fm.pmns and wnrxahoru on the Speicher (Granary)
sland, where no dwelling-house 8 allowed, where
no fire must be kindled, and where at night all
streets are closed except one, There are thirteen
Protestant and six Cathollc churches, a Menunonite
Charch, and filve synagogues. The city
abounds with learned, charitable, and artistic
institutions, and {s celebrated for it8 mono-
ments and antiguities. The harbor was
excellent up to 1529 and 1830, when the Vistula
broke above the cletz. through the high ridge of the
Downs, and form & new outlet, reducing the
depth of the old branch, so that anew port, New.
faliwosser, had tobe buillt at the mouath, which s
defended by two forts. The commerce of Dantzlc
was at an earller period far more important than
since the Knrmlon of Poland, when the prohibitory
taritf of Russia, the Souna dues, the suiferin
from the f'lapoleunlu WAars, the asend-
ancy of Hamburg, Bremen, and Stet-
tin, made it decline, but tha last
twenty years have given it a new Impetus. The
great staples are Polish and Prussian grain, Inex-
ports It 1s the first Prussian port; o Imports, the
second after Swinemunde. Ship-building has always
been extensively carried on there. In 1860 the ton-
nage of the vesaela owned there was 75,000, Manu-
factures are gaining ground there. The Eastern
Frussinn Hallway connects Dantzic with Berlin,
Konigsberg, and a branch road with Posen, and new
rallroads are being ballt. In 1810 it fell ander the
sway of the order of Teutonic Knights, and became
a German city, inthe midst of a Polish po[;uhuon,
and up to this day 18 not perfectly Ge L In
1404 it gubjected 1tsall to the King of Poland, for the

wrpose of securing from him commercial privi-

eges, became a freée city with some very rich terri-
tory, and fell under the dominfon of Prussia in
176, after & struggle of six days. The siege by
Lefevre in 1807, after which it became a so-called
free city under Napoleonic protection, with a strong
French garrison ; the frightful siege (n 1518 and 1514
(when General Rapp made a famous defense of
twelve months t the Prussians and Russians,
and the city was half destroyed and the populstion
hailf starved) ; and the French war contributions and
continental system gave a severe blow to the pros-
perity of Bantzic, from which, however, it has since
recovered, t:spm)flll within the last few years, by
the Improvements in the river, by belng made a

Alsen is a fortified place ogdthe isiand of Alsen,
which 18 situated in the Lit Belt, and is about
twenty miles long and elght wide, I8 very fertile,
and one of the most beantiful Islands in the Baltic.
The fortifications at Hoerup Haaf will be very for-
midable. They will comprise three star-shaped
forts, with double tlers of guns and fye coast bat-
teries commanding the sage of the Litde Belt,
All these will be [ron-faced and armed with the
heaviest ordnance. and will not only command the
Siraits, but also the canal of Bisensund with the
port, and maintain communication with the military
depot of Sonderberg, tne capital of the isiand of
Alsen. Then there 18 the formidable position of
Duppel, which alds Prussia greatly in controlling
the North Sea, the Baltic, and the Straits,

MARITIME SEIZURES.

The Law of Natlons at 1t Stands at Present—
Provisiens of the Tremiy el 1566« Nouwrnl
Goedsnnd Privateering.

In view of the possible operations of the
French and North German fleets, the present
state of ioternmational law oun the subject of
maritime selzures becomes of interest and im-
portance not only to the belligerents, but to
nentral nations, and especially to the United
Btates, whose commerce I8 just recovering from
the disastroua results of the recent Rebellion.
Maritime seizures are at present regulated Ly
the official declaration of the representatives of
the great powers of Europe who participated in
the treaty of Paris of , March 30, 1855, The
following is the declaration in respect to the
capture of neutral goods under belligerent flags, |
and alse against privateering or the graoting of
letters of marque and reprisal:—

Declaration respecting maritime law, signed by the
Plenipotentiaries of Great Britaln, Austria, France,
Prussia, Russia, Sardipia, and Turkey, assembled in
Congress, at Parls, April 16, 1856: the Plenipoten-
tiarles who siguned the treaty of Paris of the 80th
March, 1666, assembled in conference, considering
that maritime law, in time of war, has long been the
subject of deplorable :lll:iputn-s: that the u ncertalnty
of the law, and of the duties in snch matter, gives
rise to difference of opinlon between neatrals
and belligerents, which may occasion serlous dini-
cuities and even conflicts; that it I8 consequently
advantageouns to establish a uniform doctrine on so
fmportant & point; that the Plenipotentiaries assem-
bled in congress at Parls cannot better respond to
the intention by which thelr governments are ani-
mated than by seeking to lntroduce into interna-
tional relations fixed principles in this respect.
The above-mentioned plenipotentiaries, heing daly
authorized, resolved to concert among themselves
08 to the means of attaining this object; and, hav.
Ing come to an agresment, have adopted the follow-
ing solemn declaration :—

1, Privateering 18, and remains, abolighed,

2. The neutral Nag covers enemy's goods, with
the exception of contraband of war,

8, Neutral goods, with the exception of contra-
band of war, are not liable to capture under enemy's

flag.

-ti.‘ Blockades, In order to be bhindlng, must he
effective: that Is to say, maintained by a foree sufll-
clent really to prevent access to the coast of the
enemy.

The Governments of the undersigned Plenlpoten-
tiaries engage to bring the present declaration to the
knowledge of the States which have not taken part
in the Congress of Paris, and to Invite them to ace
cede to it. Convinced that the maxims which they
now proclaim cannot but be received with gratitude
by the whole world, the undersigred Plenipoten-
tiaries doubt not that the efforts of their Govern-
ments to obtaln the general adoption thereof will be
crowned with full success, The present declaration
i8 not and shall not be binding exeept between those

PRUSSIAN GENERALS,

The Crown Prince Frederick Willlam,

Although the 1encm1 conduct of the military
operationg will fall upon General Moltke, the Chief
of Stafr, the Crown Prince, Frederick William, who
was bornon the 18th of Ooctober, 1881, will be In
chief command under the King. e holda the rank
of Lientenant-General, Inspector of the Pirst Divi-
slon of the Army, Commandant of the Firet Division
of Infantry of the Guard, Chief of the First Regi-
ment of the Grenadlers of BEastern Prussia, No. 1:
First Commandant of the First Battalion (Berlin) of
the Second Reglment of the Landwehr of ‘tln Guard
attached to the First Kegiment of foot- and
the Becond Regiment of Grenadiers of Silesla, No.
11; Lientenant-General of Pomeran Chief of
the regiment of Russlan Hussars, No. 11; and
Proprietary of the regiment of Austrian Infantry.
On the 25th of January, 1858, he married the Prin-
cess Vietoria, eldest daughter of (ueen Victoria,
Princess - Royal of Great Britain and Ireland,
Duchess of Saxe, born on the 2ist of November
1540, He has two sons and three danghters, his
eldest son being Prince Frederick willlam Victor
Albert, born at Berlin on the 27th of January,
1860, and sub-lleutenant of several regiments of
the Guard and of the Landwehr., He (I was who
commanded the Army of the Oder at
Sadowa. Of the distingnisned part which he took
:lurvl:# the Germagr-1talian cam but ligtie is to
be tten. At first he was unknown, and nobody
had any idea that the conduet of the war would
eventually come into his hands, but at iast it did so.
He had the control of the throughont tne
war, backed, of course, by Von Moltke.

Prince Frederick Charles.

Frederick Charles Alexander, born on Jane 29,
1801, 18 Grand Master of the Balllwick of Branden-
burg of the order of Hospitallers of St. John of Je-
rusalem, Field Marshal-General and Commander of
Arullcr‘:'. Colonel of the Twelfth Regiment of Prus-
sian Infantry, First Commander of the First Bat-
talion Second Regiment of Grenadiers of the Land-
welr of the Guard, Colonel of the Eighth Regiment
of Austrian Culrasslers, and of the Fourth .
ment of Russlan Muskeleers, He commanded the
Army of the Elbe at ¥adowa. On the %6th May,
1821, he married the Princess Marie Loulse Alex-
andrine, daughter of Charles Frederick, Grand Duke
of Baxe-Welmar,

General Manteuflel,

Edwin Haona Charles, Baron de Manteufel, born
February 24, 1509, and son of the President of the
Buperior Court of ilnadelm rg, entered when seven-
teen years old the dragoons of the guard, was made
an officer two years later, and became aide-de-camp
to the King in 1548, CUolonel in 1584, he accoms-
plished many aiplomatic missions, especially in Aus-
tria. In 1857 he was attached to the Mionlster of
War as chief of his personal star. In 1858 he was
culled to the King's household as grand chambes-
lain, and became li¢ntenant-general and
adjutant-general. While fulfllling these functions,
on the occasion of the Bubllcntlun of a pamphlet by
acounsellor of the tribunal of Twesten, fought a
duel with the author, which cansed considerable ex-
citement, After the convention of Gasteln he was
made civil and military governor of Schleswig,
where, during the disputes which occurred between
the two t German powers, he led the Prussian
troops while the Austrian Governor of Hoisteln an-
successfully defended the clalms of Austria. He
was afterwards sent against Hanover, and had the
command of a division under Gen, Vnﬁel de Falkens
stien. 'When this General was called Into Bohemia,
in the month of July, 1 General Manteuifel took
command of the army of the Main, and directed
tﬂnrstionl against the German States of the South.

Albert Theodore Emile von , the Prusslan
general, statesman, and military ter and minis-
ter, born 30th ot April, 1803, was educated at the
military school, and entered the army as an ofcer
in 1881 After lumn% from 1584 to 1837, rﬂned
the higher conrse of the general mﬂluge 0ol, he
was employed as 4 teacher in that of the cadets at
Beilin, and, devoting himself to the Investigation of
milit and geographical sl d ished
himself therein, He has published a number of
\lmrlu= some ot which had & great cirenlation, uﬁe-
clally *The Principles of \ h’{, Ethnography,
and Political Bconomy,” ““The Military phy
of Europe,” **The Iberian Peninsula."”

Meanwhile Von Koon followed his carcer regu-
larly., After havi made (n 1882 & campalgn of
observation in Belgium on the occasion of the slege
of Anvers, he was attached to the topogriaphical
bureau, then to the stall, where he was made cap-
tain: made major in 1842, chief of stafl in 1545,
llentenant-colonel In 15490, major-general in 1856,
He held successively various commands sinoe 1545,
and accompilshed many important missions. He
was charged on two occaslons with the mobiliza-
tion of the army, especlally in 1558, when Prossia
was preparing to interfere in the war of Itallan
independence, which was suddeunly suspended by
the treaty of Villafranca. 'To him was conlided the
direction of the military education of Prince Frede-
rick Charles, whom he accompanled to the Unjvers
sity of Bonn, He was called on the 18th of April,
15801, to the Ministry of the Marine, and on the btih
of December, In the same year, to that of War,
At the head of this double service he
gshowed, in the Yyears which followed, muoch
euergy and perseverance In  secomding the
projects concelved by King William for the reorga-
nization of the army, He partly realized these pro-
Jects, In spite of the opposition of the majority in the
Chamber of De{:um. aguinst which he coutended
in concert with Count von Bismarck. His name
from that thue |8 prominent in the history of the
extepsive modiications of Germany, accomplished
to the profit of Prussis by the force of her arms or
the adroitness of her diplomacy.
